Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

For  the  Year  Ended  31st  December ,  1966 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ventnor  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1966  in  accordance  with 
the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  statistics  for  births  and  deaths  do  not  reveal  any  significant  changes# 
Eight  per  cent  of  births  were  illegitimate  but  this  is  not  a  particularly  high  rate 
compared  with  other  parts  of  the  country  and  during  the  last  ten  years  illegitimacy 
in  Ventnor  has  been  below  the  national  average. 

There  were  131  deaths  and  nearly  half  were  due  to  coronary  thrombosis,  stroke 
and  similar  conditions#  It  is  well  known  that  coronary  thrombosis  is  becoming  more 
frequent  and  although  the  cause  is  not  fully  understood  it  appears  to  be  associated 
with  such  factors  as  excessive  smoking,  too  much  sugar  in  the  diet  and  insufficient 
exercise. 

Apart  from  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  of  whooping  cough, 
no  infectious  diseases  were  officially  notified. 

During  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  there  was  an  extensive  epidemic  of 
influenza  throughout  the  country.  Many  cases  occurred  in  the  Ventnor  District. 
Fortunately  it  was  a  mild  form  of  influenza  and  complications  were  rare.  I  did 
feel,  however,  that  where  possible  the  very  old  and  the  very  young  should  not  be 
brought  into  contact  with  it  and  newspaper  editors  were  most  helpful  in  bringing 
this  advice  to  the  notice  of  the  public. 

Standards  of  food  hygiene  continued  to  improve  but  as  Mr.  Evans,  your  Public 
Health  Inspector,  points  out,  the  attitude  of  casual  hotel  labour  to  cleanliness  is 
often  indifferent#  In  many  instances,  however,  kitchens  have  been  modernised  and 
this  has  resulted  in  better  supervision  and  improved  hygiene. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  has  now  been  in  force  for  three 
years  and  nearly  130  premises  in  this  district  have  been  registered.  Unfortunately, 
the  records  reveal  that  none  of  these  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year# 
Other  authorities  on  the  Island  have  taken  on  additional  temporary  staff  for  the 
purpose  of  complying  with  this  Act  and  have  been  able  to  inspect  a  large  proportion 
of  the  premises  registered. 

The  disposal  of  pig  swill  is  becoming  a  problem.  Waste  food  from  hotel 
kitchens  could,  until  recently,  be  readily  disposed  of  to  pig  farmers.  Fewer 
pig  farmers  are,  however,  feeding  swill  to  their  animals  and  hoteliers  have  had 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  it  by  other  means.  The  Surveyor  has  informed  me  that 
this  material  could  be  discharged  into  the  sewer  after  pulverisation  or  it  could  be 
conveyed  by  ordinary  refuse  collection  after  de-watering. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  continued 
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efficient  work  and  loyalty* 

Finally,  may  I  respectfully  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  my  appreciation  of  their  support  during  the  year.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Two  hundred  and  eight  two  premises  were  treated  during  the  year,  the 
Rodent  Operative  making  5,243  visits  including  routine  inspections. 

The  annual  testing  and  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers  was  carried  out  again 
with  negative  results. 

As  a  result  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  have  granted  this  Council  exemption 
from  sewer  testing  until  1970,  subject  to  no  further  infestation  being  found  in 
the  meantime,  in  which  case  vertical  block  control  would  be  carried  out. 


Contract  Scheme 


The  Contract  Scheme  relating  to  business  premises  is  proving  satisfactory  in 
every  respect  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  63  business  premises  were  under  contract.

Treatment  and  eradication  of  pests  are  carried  out  by  modern  insecticides  and 
methods.  A  charge  of  5/-  is  levied  in  respect  of  destruction  of  wasps  nests. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor 
and  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  maintained,  during  the  season  a  twice 
weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse  is  made  from  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  the  outskirts  of  Wroxall. 

The  tip  has  received  regular  checks  by  the  Rodent  Operative  and  treatment  has 
been  given  when  found  necessary.  No  complaints  of  flies  from  the  tip  were  received. 

SEWERAGE 


In  a  hilly  district  such  as  the  Urban  District  it  is  an  impracticable  proposition 
to  provide  a  central  sewage  disposal  plant.  Sewerage  arrangements  are  as  follows 
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Bonchurch  at  the  Eastern  end  is  served  by  (a)  cesspools  and  (b)  modern 
septic  tank  systems*  One  large  holiday  establishment  has  a  private  sewer 
outfall  discharging  below  low  water  mark. 

St.  Lawrence  in  the  west  is  partly  served  by  modern  septic  tank  systems 
and  partly  by  discharge  into  a  small  sewage  works. 

The  Central  area  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  through  outfalls  to 
below  low  water  malic. 

The  outlying  village  of  Wroxall  is  sewered  to  a  disposal  plant,  the 
effluent  after  treatment  being  discharged  into  an  adjoining  ditch* 

The  Council  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  which  has  functioned 
very  well  during  the  year.
